year, into a condition of i uacy ? 

How can it account for the state of 
mind that has allowed the police depart- 
ment to deteriorate in point of numbers to 
its present hazardous insufficiency? 

In what point in its labors will it touch 
the inefficiency that itted almost 
every city service to fall behind the growth 
of the city? 

This does not imply a criticism of men. 
— a criticism of methods and prin- 
cipies. 

It implies a very lively doubt of the 
civic system itself. 

When do council and the commissioners 
propose to investigate that?

Building Drop 
No Surprise 

Editor, Bulletin—It will come 
as no surprise to Canadians that 
figures of the Dominion Bureau 
of Statistics indicate a pronounc- 
ed drop in homebuilding 
throughout Canada. While the 
shortage of housing is universal, 
the price of lumber and the dif- 
ficulty of obtaining supplies in 


many parts of the country pro- 
vide the obvious answer, The 
latest report shows that fewer 


new homes were started in the 
Dominion and fewer completed 
last April and in the four months 
ending in April than in the cor- 
responding periods last year. In 
the first four months of 1950, 
British Columbia reported 2,058 
dwellings completed. A year ago 
the total was 3,253. Yet the need 
cannot be appreciably less today 
than it was then, Houses are not 
being built because American de- 
mand and American prices are 
putting this great Canadian pro- 
duct out ef the reach of Cana- 
dian citizens. The lumber indus- 
try is getting maximum proceeds 
from its output now, but it runs 
the risk of losing domestic good- 
will without which, in the long 
run, it cannot weil survive That 
is something that might be re-

The Big Five permanent mem- 
bers have had a gentler 
agreement in the past few years 
not to regard an abstention 
voting as a veto. But this

But what should be remember- 
ed is that, even had Russia been 


present at the UN meeting and
